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A RED LETTER 


Tt was a gala day for Claresholm 
last Friday, when three hundred 
people came in from outside points 
betveen Calgary and Lethbridge on 
the two excursion trains which arrived 
here shortly after eleven o’clock. 
The excursiouists were met at the 
depot by cars owned by the local 
citizens and transferred to the Schoo! 
of Agriculture, where they were 
greeted by principal Stephen of the 
School and Manager M. L. Frenge, 
of the Demonstration Farm, and 
were ushered upstairs in the assembly 
room, where a bounteous lunch consi- 
sting of sandwiches, rolls and cherse, 
cake and tea was served. These with 
about three hundred more who 
gathered during the day from the 
surrounding district made a_ total 
audience of about five hundred of the 
most representative farmers and 
business men of the southern country, 
to take in the afternoon’s programme, 
which began about 1:30. 

Without question Cayley furnished 
the largest turnout in proportion to 
size of any town along either lines. 
This delegation of all the representa- 
tive business men as well as farmers 
of the district including the ofticials 
of the U. F. A and directors of the 
Farmers Elevator Company, were 
accompanied by Piper A. Durham, 
general blacksmith, Cayley, who 
livened things up on the train with 
his Scotch bagpipe and also played 
several selections on the grounds in 
the afternoon.

The Hon. Duncan Marshall was 
the third speaker, and outlined fully 
his agricultural policy, emphasizing 
the necessity of increased production 
and the application of scientific prin- 
ciples to both applied agriculture 
and domestic science.

Will Enable Them to Tell Their Loca- 
tion Without Coming to Surface 


Hudson Maxim has invented a posi- 
tion indicator for submarines which is 
cheaper and much better than those 
now in use in the various navies, This 
instrument will enable a submarine to 
find her own position under water and 
will do away with the dangerous ne- 
cessity of going to the surface for that 
purpose. Mr. Maxim has applied for a 
patent on the device. He said: 

“There was an instance at the be- 
ginning of the war where a German 
submarine, caught in a bay by a 
British flotilla, was unable to find 
the way out of the harbor without 
rising to the surface. As soon as she 
appeared above the water she was at- 
tacked and destroyed. My device 
would enable a submarine commander 
8o caught to locate the mouth of the 
bay with accuracy and slip out under 
his enemies. 

“These devices cost only $1,000 to 
instal in a submarine, whereas the

Industrial experiments and investi- 
gations by Canadian universities are 
to be pronioted by the Doininion gov- 
ernment, according to announcements 
from Ottawa. Governmental inability 
to use or open opportunities for the 
great volume of human efficioncy now 
involuntarily idle or partly so has not 
lessened the impulse toward improv- 
ing or increasing efficiency. This may 
be because the quest for efficiency of- 
fends nobody, while every effort to- 
ward any economic reform that would 
open opportunities for efficiency must 
adversely affect established interests. 
There is here a plausible explanation 
of advances in chemistry, in metallur- 
gy, in electrical engineering, in struc- 
tural designs, in labor-saving rachin- 
ery, and in the mechanical depart- 
ments of every field of industry, con- 
trasting with abject failure in the sim- 
ple economic problem of involuntary 
idleness. Investigators in the physical 
sciences work with a single eye to 
discuvery and the application of all ac- 
quired knowledge to the service of 
humanity. In the field of economics 
the student is held back and discour- 
aged by-a multitude of restraints. He 
might find flaws in eveu the sources 
of the income of the educational in- 
stitution in which he is working. Ben- 
Sticiaries promoting investigation 
might be disconcerted by discoveries 
or conclusions. Individual and class 
antagonisms would be encountered. 

The application of remedies might 
be objectionable to the influential. 
This seems to be an almost inevitable | 
obstacle. The problems to be solved 
are not of production. All the power 
and influence are in the hands of 
these who gain, or think they gain, by 
existing defects. The influences 
against reform must in consequence, 
from a momentary point of view, be 
the strongest. Tolstoi expressed the 
sentiment of the situation when he 
said he belonged to the class that was 
sitting on the worker and crushing 
him to the earth, willing to give him 
charity, aid, and counsel, and to assist 
him in every way except .y getting off | 


him. Keonomic reform, if real and} 
tangible, must begin by forcing Tol- 
stol’s class to dismount, and in that | 


necessity every country faces an ob 
stacle so far immovable. The conse- 
quence is that contemporaneous with 
advances in efficiency that multiply 
productive power and create wealth as 
if by magic, there is the mysterious 
spectacle of involuntary idleness and 
an inalLility to aNow productive cap- 
acity to be exercised. There is &bund- 
ant room for efforts toward bringing | 
economic advancement abreast of ad- 
vancements in productive. power.— |

Medicinal Plants 


Large List of Plants, Which Can be 
Grown in Canada, and Command 
a Good Price 


To describe, or even to give a list 
ot the five hundred varieties of plants 
that come under the head of medicinal 
as given in a more than ordinarily in- 
teresting bulletin by Assistant Domin- 
ion Botanist, J. Adams, M.A., would 
take up en exceptional amount of 
space. Mr. Adams entitles his pub- 
lication, “Medicinal Plants and Their 
Cultivation in Canada.” It is Bulletin 
No. 23, second series, of the Experi- 
mental Farms, and can be had free by 
addressing the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
Director Grisdale of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, makes a correct es- 
timate when he gays, “Such informa- 
tion es is contained ‘n this publication 
should be of value to many of our 
farmers.” Dominion Botanist Gussow 
explains that the bulletin owes its 
preparation to the numerous inquiries 
received from time to time relating to 
the cultivation of plants possessed of 
certain medicinal or health-restoring 
properties. Mr, Adams, who was for- 
merly lecturer on Botany and Vege- 
table Materia Medica at Dublin, Ire- 
land, suggests that no farmer runs 
any risk by devoting a small plot of 
about an acre to drug culture as an 
experiment for a few ye rs. But for 
anybody to go headlong into the busi- 
ness aS a speculation would’ be un- 
wise 


After dealing with soil, climate, cul- | 


tivation, collection, drying, imports 
and exports, and explaining the terms 
used, Mr, Adams gives prominence, 
With faithful illustrations in outline, to 
the medicinal plants in demand. These 
briefly are: 

American White Hellebore or Indian 
Poke, flowers May and June, poison- 
ous, Occurs ‘in swamps and wet woods 
from New Brunswick to British Col- 
umbia; price 8c to 10c per pound. 

Hop, flowers July and August, ripe 
September and October , occurs tin 
thickets and on river banks from Nova 
Scotia to Manitoba; cultivated in On- 
tario and British Columbia; 25c to 55c 
a pound. 

Golden Seal, flowers in April, ripe 
in July or August, native in woods of 
Jntario, must be cultivated; $5.45 to 
» per pound. 

White Mustard, flowers all summer, 
occurs in fields and waste places; 8c 
per pound. ) 

Black Mustard, occurs in fields and 
waste places; 10c per pound 

Senaca Snakeroot or Mountain Flax, 
flowers May or June, grows in rocky 
woods from New Brunswick to Al- 
berta; 40¢ to $1.15 per pound. 
cred Bark or Bearberry, occurs in 
moist situations in the mountains of 
British Columbia; 8e to 10¢ per pound, 

American Ginseng, collected about 
September, occurs in woods in Quebee 
and Ontario; $5 per pound 

Caraway, flowers May to July, oc- 
curs on waste ground in Eastern Can- 
ada; 6e to $e per pound. 

Peppermint, flowers July to Sep- 
tember, occurs in wet ground from 
Nova Scotia to Ontario; $e to 16c per 
pound, 

Spearmint, 
from Nova Scotia 
20¢ percpound. 

Mr. Adams, in addition to giving de- 
scription and exact illustrations, in 
every case quotes the market price. 
Following the plants in leading de- 
mand, he comes to those used in mod- 
erate or small quantities, such as Trish 
Moss, got, Male Fern, White Pina, 
Hemlock, Balsam Vir, Juniper and so 
on. These occupy 24 pages, two to 
five to a page, and then we have for- 
eign medicinal plants which might 
grow in Canada.

Writes DownTelephone Talk 


The Telescribe Records Conversations 
Over the Phone 

If Edison's new invention would put 
a stop to the foolish and prolonged 
conversation indulged in by some wo- 
men on the telephone it will prove 
welcome to many who are pestered 
with the girl or woman with too much 
time on her hands and no considera- 
tion for busy people. This latest in- 
vention is a device by which telephon 
ic conversations are automatically re- 
corded, It is a smali instrument which 
may rest on a desk and is called the 
telescribe, While the telephone is 
being used this instrument, started by 
the pressing of a button, is recording 
the conversation on a wax cylinder, A 
needle attached to a delicate dia- 
phragm at the end of a receiver in- 
scribes the vibrations upon a wax cyl- 
inder, is sent to a typist and is run 
off like any other phonograph record, 
the typist transcribing the conversa- 
tion on a sheet of paper. This may be 
kept for reference, If the speaker's 
voice is desired to be preserved the 
wax record may be kept. Mr. Edison 
Says that the instrument could be at- 
tached to any teléphone and that it 
would record conversations with the 
speakers even $,000 miles apart. [n 
business houses the telescribe is ex- 
pected to be of much value.
